The cabinet-makers met this morning in Vor- 
waerts Hall, as usual. A permanent organi- 
tion, to continue inforce during the strike, 
was effected, and the following officers elect- 
ed: President, Mr. Kramme; Vice-President, 
Mr. Brockelmann; secretary and treasurer, 
Mr. Lindhorst. Mr. Wittbrod was elected del- 
eg ate for Prange’s shop. Mr. Keppler in- 
toi med the meeting that Aude Bros., his em- 
ployers, had sent his tools home, whereupon 
Messrs. Sto)zenburg and Broeckelmann were 
appointed a committee to proceed to Aude 
Bros. with Keppler and request payment for 
his unfinished work.

New Street Car—The Theaters. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, February 23, 188%—We celebrate 
the birthday of our country’s father to-day, 
With sehoots and shops closed, theaters flour- 
ishing and flags waving—only they won’t 
wave, beeause it rains a thick, fine, sharp 
rain, that puts a dampener on everything out 
of doors. But the bells can ring, and just 
now the neon bells are pealing out on the 
moisty air as joyfully as if they had just come 
from Music Hall. For Music Hall is always 
joliy on Washington’s Birthday, no matter 
what the weather, the temperature or the 
news of the times may be, for to children all 
these things matter little, and this is essential-

ly the ehildren’s day at Music Hall. 

There is a eeriain religious society in 
the city, called the Warrenton Street Chapel, 
of whose denominaton or whose services 


litcle 1s known, but who are well known in- 
deed by the yearly entertainment they give 
the little ones of Boston, who, for an admis- 
sion fee of a few cents, are allowed to dance 
all day long, to the best of music, cared for 
by watcbful attendants and good-natured 
floor-managers, and permitted to be as gay 
and buoyant and childish as their youthful 
natures prompt, but never to be rude or ill- 
mannered. The children of Boston look for- 
ward to this day throughout the year, and on 
its every repetition the great hall is literally 
thronged with little ones of all ages, and fro 
all butthe very upper-tendom of society, and 
have not unfrequently seen daughters of 
some of our biggest big bugs, and little heir 
esses in their own right, dancing merrily. 
with their smiling mothers lookingon. And 
the poorest child is treated just as kindly 
and welcomed just as heartily. It is essen- 
tially a democratic affair. 

These entertainments have been given al- 
most from time immemorial. I shall never 
forget the first time I attended one. It was 
in the days oi my early youth—not more than 
eight summers had wandered across my brow 
—when some good-natured lady gavemea 
ticket and told me toask my mother if I 
might go. I hadn’ta notion what sort of an 
affair it was. Brought up in Baptist Sunday 
school fashion, I bad never heard of daneing. 
Isuprose it was the desperate wickedness of 
my young heart that prevented me from ob- 
taining the suggested permission (for a more 
indulgent mother than mine never lived), but 
at all events, without sayiog a word to any- 
body, I marched off to Music Hall, drawing 
my sled, on which I had been coasting down 
a neighboring sidewalk, along with 
me. Arriving at the hall, I 
was sent to the dressing room, 
where, much to my surprise, my wrappings 
and sled were taken and put away, and | was 
given a check to keep carefully. ‘They want- 
ed to take off my rubber boots, but I had no 
slippers, so I was sent to the hall as Iwas. I 
verily thought one of the fairy scenes of which 
my head was full had come true! The fas- 
cinating orchestral musie, the whirling 
couples of lovely children dressed in holiday 
attire, with floating ribbons and curls, the re- 
freshment tables faden with flowers and ices, 
and cakes and other indigestibles dear to 
Duahy palates—oh! it was altogether wonder- 
ful, and I wandered about, solitary and alone, 
in mazed ard delighted astonishment. Once 
a kind lady asked me if I didn’t wish to dance, 
and when I told her I didn’t kngw how, she 
found meanice seat in the balcony; but I 


couldn't stay there, and so roamed 
down to the floor again, where I 
finally found some school-mates, 
Who _ forthwith insisted on making 


me dance; so, rubber boots and all, I hopped 
about for the rest of the day. without a notion 
that I was making a figure of myself,“ sans 
dinner, tans care, sans thought that my dear, 
good motber was wild at my disappearance 
and was making the rounds of the police sta- 
tions in search of me, as was not unfrequently 
her hard fortune to do in my erratic childhood. 
The next year she went with me to Music 
Hail, and few are the years since then that I 
have failed to be there, for Igo now to look 
on as regularly as I used to go to dance. 
Every afternoon of these holidays the balco- 
nies and lobbies are as thronged with adult 
spectators of the joyous scenes as the floor is 
w.th the little dancers. 

I have had an eye out at the front windows 
all day, for I am curious to catch a glimpse of

LIFE IN LENT. 
How the Penitential Season is Observed 
in St. Louis. 


A Marked Decadence of tke Old-Time 
Christian Usages. 


Tre season of Lent. which began on Ash 
Wednesday, the llth of February, has now 
been in progress long enough for the different 
Catholic and Episcopal congregations to be 
thoroughly settled down to Lenten observan- 
ces. This penitential time was instituted by 
the church to commemorate the forty days’ 
fasting of our Savior in the wilderness. In the 
days of primiiive Christianity 1t was observed 
with the utmost rigor, many devotees 
passing the entire six weeks almost wholly 
without food. As time rolled on the severity 
of the original rules became more and more 
relexed until at the present time a strict ob- 
sei vance of the rules may be followed and not 
be found incompatible witha fair degree of 
comfor:. Each diocese in the United States 
pursues slightly differing regulations, ich 
are made by the Bishop. In inland sees like 
St. Louis where fish is hard to get there are 
on] two fasting days, Wednesday 
— Friday. In former vears three days ia the 
week were observed. it used to be a matter 
of extreme difficulty to be excused from fast- 
ing and every Catbolic above twenty-one years 
of age was expect ed to conform rigorously to 
this norm. 


THOSe WHO FAST 

are now the exception, so great is the number 
of those whose labor or delicate health make 
st) ict fasting inadvisable. 

It was also the custom in each family 
to repeat the rosary of the Blessed Vir- 
gin each evening before a This habi- 
tude still lingers in many families, but 
not 80 fervently as it once did. 
These are about all the changes that the peni- 
tential time makes within the daily life of the 
home circle beyond certain other restrictions 
in the direction of entertainments and pleas- 


ure. For the season balls, parties, the theaters 


and the opera are barred, and within each 
housebold some favorite relaxation is dropped, 
resumed until after 
Easter. Marriages are also prohibited 
during Lent, — the super- 
stition against the season is in itself quite a 
strong enough reason with most people.
